August last, says that, according to news- 


_— ti sey paper reports, the development of beet produc- 
M uk tion in Spain has created such a demand for 


artificial manures that Spanish dealers find it 
very difficult to fill contracts. Valencia alone imports from 
England 50,000 tons of sulphate of ammonia, 8,000 tons of super- 
phosphate, and 20,000 tons of dark-gray saltpetre. Sulphates of 
ammonia are mostly in demand; they usually contain from 24 to 
25 per cent. of ammonia, or 20 to 21 per cent. of nitrogenous 
matter. A large increase in the demand for artificial manure from 
the Canary Islands is also noted, England furnishing the greater 
part. Sulphate of ammonia, superphosphate, and nitrate of soda 
are the principal kinds imported into these islands.

A company, having a capital of 
300,000,000 francs (12,000,000/.), has now been formed for this 
object, and it is reported that the Imperial Ottoman Bank and the 
Bank of Paris and of the Netherlands are concerned in the 
Syndicate. It is also stated that the expense as regards the section 
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of the line which affects Servia has been guaranteed by that country, | 
whilst as regards the portion of the line from the Servian-Turkish 
frontier to the sea, the preliminary works have already been carried 
out with the assent of the Turkish Government. 


CRETE. 
According to the “ Revue d’Orient” of 1st inst., the construction 
Railwa of a railway from Candia to Messara to establish

port of Crete and the interior of the island is 
under consideration. It is said that the expenses of construction 
will be between 5,000,000 and 6,000,000 frs. (200,000/. and 
240,000/.), and the annual cost of working about 300,000 frs. 
(12,000/.). The receipts are provisionally estimated at 
180,000 frs. (7,2001.), to which should be added a Treasury subsidy 
of from 70,000 to 120,000 frs. (2,8001. to 4,800/.). 


ABYSSINIA. 


The “Journal des Débats” of 7th inst. states that in recent 
7" communications addressed to the French 
Openings fer “Office National du Commerce extérieur,” 
Enterprise. M. Savouré, French commercial adviser at 
Addis-Ababa calls attention to a series of enterprises now open in 
Abyssinia. Several important discoveries of mines have been 
made, and it is said that numerous concessions have already been 
granted by the Emperor Menelik, but there still remains much to 
be accomplished in this direction in the provinces not yet 
explored. 

M. Savouré also says that the need of a bank or a society which 
would undertake the ordinary banking operations, loans on 
merchandise, &c., is making itself felt. The average rate of 
interest in the country is from 2 to 3 per cent. per month 
according to guarantees. Jor persons who have a knowledge of a 
good trade, but have little capital, there is said to be remunerative 
employment offering in Abyssinia. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA.

THE DEVELOPMENT OF SOUTH AFRICA. 


New Railways and Harbour Works. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Colonial 
Office, copies of reports prepared by the Public Works Depart- 
ment in Cape Colony and the Railway and Harbour Depart- 
ments in Natal with reference to projected railways and har- 
bour works in those colonies. With regard to the projected 
works in Natal, the Governor of Natal, in his despatch to the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, states that any enquiries 
on the subject by engineers or others should be addressed to 
the Minister of Lands and Works, Natal. 

The following information is embodied in the above 
reports :— 


I—CAPE COLONY. 
Railways under Construction. 

Sir Lowry Pass to Caledon (53 miles) ; contractors, Messrs.

Harbour Works. 


1. Mossel Bay.—These works now under construction in 
iVaarken Cove, an indentation on the south side of Mossel Bay, 
comprise three quay walls, two of 250 feet, and one of 100 feet 
frontage, as well as a breakwater 250 feet long. The level of 
the quay walls is 14 feet above low water ordinary spring tides, 
and the rise of tide 6 feet. It is estimated that on the comple- 
tion of the works a depth of 12 to 15 feet at low water ordinary 
spring tides will be attained. The harbour will then be avail- 
able for small steamers and sailing vessels, and for the dis- 
charge of goods from lighters. A large area of land in the rear 
of the quay walls has been reclaimed, and is being utilised for 
warehouses, &c. The works are being carried out under the 
direction of the Public Works Department by the Mossel Bay 
Harbour Board, whose resident engineer is Mr. R. W. Johnson. 

2. Port Alfred (Kowie River)—These works consist of 23 
miles of training banks in the river, and two outer breakwaters 
of a total length of 2,850 feet, the width of the entrance is 
170 feet, and depth of water on the bar is 7 feet at low water 
ordinary spring tides. An investigation with regard to the full 
possibilities of the port has lately been made, and a proposition 
projected for the construction of a wider and improved entrance 
and the formation of a tidal basin for large vessels. This will 
entail the construction of 3,000 feet of training walls, two 
outer breakwater extensions of 2,459 feet in length, and a tidal 
basin of 14 acres extent, also large dredging operations. No 
action has, however, been taken in the matter with regard to 
carrying out these proposed extensions. The works are under 
the direction of the Public Works Department. No works are 
at present in progress. 

3. Port St. John—The proposals for the improvement of 
this harbour consist of the following :—An outer breakwater, 
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two training walls in the inner harbour, and the construction of 
300 feet frontage of wharf. Of these, only 170 feet run of 
wharfage has been put in hand, which will be completed shortly. 
The works are under the direction of the Public Works Depart- 
ment. 

4. Walfish Bay.—The harbour is situated in the upper end 
of Walfish Bay, and the works consist of a timber jetty 656 
feet long, with a depth of water alongside the head of the same 
of 10 feet at low water ordinary spring tides. Small craft can 
lay alongside, but those of deeper draft have to anchor off, 
where they discharge their cargo into lighters. To facilitate 
the transport of goods for the interior, a tramway 10} miles long 
has been laid down over the belt of sand dunes which lie 
between that port and the hard road, from which point goods 
are taken by waggon to the interior. 

It is in contemplation to keep a supply of coal for the con- 
venience of vessels calling at the port. 

The works are under the direction of the Public Works 
Department. 

II.—NATAL. 

Railways.—A railway is being constructed from the Tugela 
to Hlabisa (100 miles) by Mr. T. Reynolds, the contractors being 
Messrs. Middleton Brothers, of Lower Tugela. 

A railway is also in course of construction from the coalfields 
to Buffalo River (14 miles). This work is nearing completion. 
The extension from Buffalo River to Vryheid is incomplete, 
and future action awaits the decision of the Imperial Govern- 
ment. 

Among the projected lines is the one from Natal to the Cape, 
the trial surveys for which are completed, and now before 
Parliament, and the alternative main line, the trial surveys for 
which are approaching completion. 

Several railway bridges (to be indented for through the 
Agent-General—see p. 605) are also projected. 

Among the new works now in progress are the construction 
of a new erecting shop at Durban and new running sheds and 
workshops at Pietermaritzburg, for both of which the contracts 
are let. 

Several other works are proposed to be carried out during the 
financial year ending 30th June, 1902, including new build- 
ings at various stations, approaches to stations, houses and bar- 
racks for staff, machinery, works for the strengthening of 
bridges, and reduction of curves and grades, &c. An aggregate 
sum of 400,000/. has been voted for the proposed works. 

Harbour Works.—The following notes by the engineer of 
the harbour works in Natal were also included in the report 
received at the Colonial Office : — 


i 
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The entrance to the inner harbour of Port Natal is between 
the north pier and the inner breakwater, which terminates at 
a point of about 2,200 feet seaward of the bluff. These works are 
practically parallel for the greater portion of their length and 
300 feet apart, but the north pier has recently been extended 
by the advice of Sir Charles A. Hartley and Sir J. Wolfe Barry 
for 700 feet (that is, to a point level with the ends of the break- 
water), the distance between the pier heads being 600 feet. 

The present conveniences of the port can be briefly described 
as follows :— 

2,856°5 lineal feet of quay wall, with a depth of 23 feet at 
low water ordinary spring tide alongside. 

2,300 lineal feet of timber wharfage, with a depth of from 14 
to 20 feet at low water ordinary spring tide. 

A further length of 1,000 feet of quay wall, with a depth of 
27 feet at low water ordinary spring tide is in hand. 

The following is the number of hydraulic cranes at work and 
on order. 

Five 30-ewt. cranes, 16 3-ton cranes, 1 10-ton crane, 1 50-ton 
crane (wharf cranes). 

Fifteen 30-cewt. shed cranes. 

The area of wharf sheds at present erected is about 24,000 
square yards, and a new shed 405 feet by 90 feet=4,050 square 
rards, will shortly be erected. The whole of the wharves are 
lighted by electric light. The reclamation of the land between 
the pomt and Cato’s Creek has been finished, the value of the 
land reclaimed being approximately 100,000/. 

A patent slip, capable of raising vessels up to 1,000 tons in 
weight and 200 feet in length, and 20 ton steam shears are 
among the appliances of the port. 700 feet of wharfage has 
deen built on the bluff, and a start made with the works in 
connection with the reclamation of about 80 acres of land at the 
bluff. The Government have now under consideration a com- 
prehensive scheme for the development of the port, which, when 
completed, will provide (1) about four miles of wharfage on the 
point side fully equipped with sheds, cranes, &c.; (2) a graving 
dock capable of taking the largest vessel afloat ; (3) two slip- 
ways; (4) 100-ton crane, two 15-ton cranes and a large 
number of 3-ton cranes ; (5) 14 miles of wharfage on the bluff 
to be principally used for export coal; (6) a line connecting 
Salisbury Island with the Bluff Railway. The raising of the 
island and the provision of timber slides, stacking grounds, 
wharfage, slip, &c. ; (7) the dredging of suitable channels to 
enable the whole of the wharves to be made use of at any state 
of the tide. 

Rise of tides at springs, 6 feet ; at neaps, 4 feet. Average 
depth of water on the bar for 1900, 19 feet 8 inches. 
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TRADE IN RAILWAY MATERIAL IN SPAIN. 
é Growth of American Competition. 


~ The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign Office, 
copy of a Report by Mr. Bennett, H.M. Consul at Bilbao, on the 
inroads made by American competition in the Biscayan pro- 
vinces on markets which a few years ago were practically under 
British control. : 

Mr. Bennett, after some preliminary remarks on the methods 
of American as compared with British commercial travellers, 
deals at length with the question of the supply of rails, rolling 
stock, &c., to some of the railways in the district, as follows :— 


La Robla Railway.—This is a metre gauge line running from 
Valmaseda to La Robla, a distance of about 175 miles. 

Up to 1898 the British rolling stock on this line had given 
complete satisfaction, and still does so. Some 18 Belgian 
engines had been purchased but had proved very inferior, 
although some are still in use. 

In April, 1898, six new engines were required for goods 
traffic. The Company’s agents visited personally manufac- 
turers in England, Belgium, Germany, and France. The order 
was finally placed with the Baldwin Locomotive Works of 
Philadelphia, and the engines were duly delivered in 60 days 
from the date of the order. Speed in delivery was of primary 
importance, and the Baldwin Works got the order on that 
ground alone. 

In April, 1900, eight more goods engines were wanted in a 
hurry, and the order was again, after due inquiry, given to the 
Baldwin Works. 

Although the British tender was a higher one the order 
would have been placed in England in preference to the States, 
and with the firm which had supplied the ‘‘ previous engines.” 
The time of delivery in each case sent the order to America, 
but in the second case a desire to have engines of a similar 
type, and a lower price—some 20 per cent. less than the 
British—influenced the decision. 

The first six engines supplied are said to be “ good,” but to 
have had indifferent fire-boxes and fire-box tube plates. The 
boilers also were inferior to British. These defects, however, 
were not found in the eight engines subsequently ordered. The 
fire-boxes and boilers of the first six had to be changed at the 
expense of the makers, but in other respects the engines are 
working well. The American engines are found to consume 
more coal than the British, and the workmanship is inferior. 


Santander Railway.—This is a narrow gauge line from Bilbao to 
Santander, a four hours’ run. Up to October, 1900, the whole 
of the orders for this line went to England. In that month 90 
trucks, 12 carriages, and 4 engines were required, and the order 
was offered to English manufacturers. The reply was that the 
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order could only be delivered 20 months later. Communica- 
tions were then opened with the States, and a Philadelphia 
house promised delivery in three months, and the bargain was 
closed. The Company, however, appear now to be sorry that 
the stock was ordered from America, as the actual time of 
delivery was seven months in place of the three fixed by the 
contract, 

The Company have had no experience with American engines 
and rolling stock, and are unable to give any opinion as to its 
working powers, but they do not think the engines are better 
than English ones. 


Durango Railway.—A narrow gauge line from Bilbao to San 
Sebastian, va Durango, a four hours’ run. The original rolling 
stock on this line was all German and Belgian. The former 
was very short-lived, and the latter was found to be inferior. 
A few British engines, trucks, and carriages are in use, and 
have given every satisfaction. 

Last year the two local iron foundries of Altas Hornos and 
‘Vireaya having been unable to supply sufficient rails for 
the Company’s requirements, an order was offered to British 
manufacturers and declined. It was then, in November, 
placed in America. The rails having been inspected in the 
States by the Company an order for 40 open trucks was placed 
with a Philadelphia company, and 23,000 tons of steel rails 
and six engines with other American firms. 

All these orders were offered to British manufacturers for 
delivery this summer, and were refused as the time of delivery 
was too short. They are now being delivered in Bilbao, and 
moreover have been brought there under the Spanish flag. 

The general opinion is that in finish, build, and commodity, 
the American stock is decidedly inferior to the British, but as 
regards their actual suitability for the Company’s requirements 
nothing can, of course, be said until they have been put into 
service. 

The Durango Company has, moreover, placed an order within 
the last few days in England for 50 waggons to be delivered 
within 13 weeks. 

In connection with the above, the following points should be 
noticed :—- 

1. Rails are required, offered to England, and refused. 

2. An order is placed in the States for rails. 

3. Samples of trucks are shown and accepted as an experi- 
ment. 

4. An inspector arrives and approves trucks. 

5. Engines are suggested as being exactly what the inspector 
wants, and are also accepted. 

6. A new connection is formed, and the market lost—only 
temporarily, it is to be hoped—to England. 
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Northern Railway and Ontoneda Railway—Mr. Vice-Consul 
Single reports from Santander as follows :—- 

“The Northern Railway Company passed an order to the 
United States for a considerable quantity of rolling stock, this 
consisting of the bodies of 600 traffic-waggons—that is to say, 
waggous minus the wheels, axles, and bufiers. The wheels 
and axles are being imported from Belgium, and the buffers 
from England. It would appear that tenders were invited 
from European manufacturers, but besides being dearer than 
‘the Americans, the latter undertook to deliver in a much 
shorter time and hence the reason of the order being placed 
with them. I am told that the Company has not imported 
dynamos or locomotives. On further enquiry I learn that there 
was a great difference in price between the British tender and 
the American, and that whereas the Americans commenced to 
deliver in four months from the date of closing the order, 
British manufacturers demanded 12 months for completion. 

“The Northern Company being the leading Spanish railway 
company, it is much to be feared that this new departure will 
be one of far reaching effect. 


“The Ontoneda Railway imported two locomotives last year but 
have not yet worked them: hence it has not been possible for 
me to get information as to ‘life,’ fuel consumption, &c.; but 
I have been given to understand they now regret not having 
bought from British manufacturers.” 

H.M. Consul at Bilbao, commenting further on the above, 
writes as follows :— 

“In every one of the cases I have quoted (and this is not 
the full tale of American competition in the Biscayan 
Provinces) it will be noticed : — 

“1. That the orders were all offered to British manufacturers 
in the first instance. 

“2. That the order finally went to America on a question of 
the date of delivery. 

“3. That the American tender was in every case lower than 
the British. 

“The statement has been frequently made that an American 
locomotive is only built with the view to its lasting seven years, 
and that the makers themselves admit the fact on the principle 
that an engine over seven years old is out of date, and should be 
replaced. I have endeavoured to obtain proof of this statement, 
but without success. Every expert I have consulted tells me 
it is so, but the positive proof of the fact—if it be a fact— 
is wanting. But, however this may be, it seems to be certain 
that from its build and finish an American engine cannot last 
half the time of an English built one. On the other hand, 
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there are British built engines in these provinces which have 
been running for 40 and even 50 years, and are to-day 
practically as good as new. 

_“T do not presume to criticise; I merely point out facts. But 
I would venture to ask why, with so much trade going 
a-begging, British manufacturers cannot keep it when 
Americans can? If it be replied that our manufacturers are 
full of orders and can take no more, they are to be congratu- 
lated on the fact. But it would appear to an outsider that, 
however full of orders they may be, there is room for an 
increase of plant and productive power. Trade once lost is 
difficult to recover, and this applies with double force in the 
case of American machinery, which, being all made to standard 
pattern, can be so easily duplicated in whole or in part by 
telegraph. 

“At the same time I may point out that the American 
design of engine, with the gearing outside, tends to make the 
engine handier and far better adapted to work on Spanish 
lines, and that the extended smoke-box meets also with general 
approval, whilst, in the opinion of experts, the simplification 
of the design in other directions is made at the expense of its 
duration of life.” 


German Competition—With reference to German competition in 
his district, the Consul writes : — 

“Tt appears to be generally thought that, for the present, 
German competition is not to be feared. Facts, at any rate 
in these provinces, point the other way. The district is being 
overrun with German travellers and flooded with German 
catalogues. The German ironworks, I am told, are being 
rapidly brought up to date with the most modern machinery 
and machine-tools, and ere long, unless I am misinformed, 
orders placed in Germany will be delivered in as short a time 
as the Americans demand, and the competition to be faced will 
be a double one.” 

The Consul concludes his interesting report as follows : — 

“ft appears to be necessary for our manufacturers to 
earnestly endeavour to secure quick and cheaper delivery, to 
employ the best means of production by improvement of plant, 
by the use of the newest and best machines, and especially 
of the best lathes, planing machines, and turning mills, 
remembering that if orders be not filled when trade is brisk, 
they may not be forthcoming when trade is slack, owing to 
new connections having been formed by old and disappointed 

customers.” 
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The following particulars concerning the tin industry of the 
Malay Federated States—Perak, Selangor, Negri-Sembilan, and 
Pahang—are extracted from the reports for 1900 of the British 
residents in those States which have just been received at. the 
Board of Trade from the Resident-General at Selangor. 

Perak.—The total export of metallic tin amounted in 1900 to 
355,589 piculs (21,166 tons), as against 318,526 piculs (18,960 
tons) in 1899. Its value was 26,032,000 dols., against 23,099,506 
dols. in 1899. The amount exported is greater than in any 
year since 1896. The following table shows the quantity and 
value of the exports of metallic tin during each of the last five 
years :-—

The duty paid was 3,570,631 dols. against 3,073,440 dols, in 
1899. This satisfactory return is due to the high price of tin that 
prevailed during the year, which has enabled deserted fields which 
were unpayable at previous prices to be re-opened, and to the 
increased mining population ; in every part of the State activity in 
the mining industry has increased. ‘This very conclusively proves 
that any check in the mining industry is not due to exhaustion of 
the mines. 


Selangor..—Tin commanded a high price throughout the year, 
with the result that the amount of metal exported was substantially 
larger than in 1899, and the revenue derived from the export duty 
reached a figure which has never before been attained in the 
history of the State. The total weight of the metal sent out of 
Selangor in 1900 was 269,490 piculs (16,041 tons). This exceeds 
the output of the previous year by 14,791 piculs. Of this quantity, 
118,076 piculs went out in the form of smelted tin and 151,414 
piculs as tin ore, the former figures showing an increase and the 
latter a reduction upon the corresponding totals for 1899. On 
account of export duty there was received the sum of 2,695,828 
dols. The previous record was that obtained in 1899, when 
2,481,701 dols. was collected, so that the advance in the past year 
was more than 214,000 dols. It is also worthy of notice that the 
amount of revenue derived from this source in 1900 was rather 
more than double that which was received in 1898, when the sum 
collected was 1,347,258 dols. ‘The actual market value of the 
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metal exported was 19,484,562 dols., and the average rate of duty 
pid upon it throughout the year was 30°02 dols. per bhara of 
three piculs, The increase in the output of metal is probably 
accounted for by the larger supply of labour which was available 
as compared with the previous year. 


Negri Sembilan.—The average price of tin which in 1899 was 
71°81 dols. per picul, rose during the year to 74°19 dols., and 
attracted an increased population to the tin fields. The export 
duty collected amounted to 692,519 dols. or 185,586 dols. more 
than in 1899, the value of the metal exported being returned at 
5,338,424 dols, as against 4,245,265 dols. in the previous year. 


Pahang.—The total weight of tin exported during 1900 amounted 
to 15,728 piculs as against 13,465 in 1899—an increase of nearly 
17 per cent. The duty paid on it aggregated 91,403-93 dols. as 
compared with 70,533 dols. in 1899—an increase of nearly 30 per 
cent, ‘The disproportionate increase in duty paid is caused by a 
great increase in the tin won by ordinary miners, which pays 
10 per cent. duty, and a decrease in the tin won by the Pahang 
Corporation which pays 8 per cent. only. 


THE STAPLE EXPORTS OF TRINIDAD. 


The following notes on the staple articles of export from 
Trinidad are based on a statement recently prepared by the 
Agricultural Society of that Colony :— 


Sugar.—This is prepared exclusively from the sugar cane in the 
large central factories of the colony. In these factories, sugar can 
be produced polarising 98 to 99 per cent. of pure sugar. None 
of the yellow or white crystals of similar quality require refining, 
which is stated to remove the characteristic agreeable flavour of 
cane sugar. 

Large quantities of molasses are produced as a bye-product 
in the manufacture of sugar. 

Rum is made locally from molasses, and 300,000 gallons are 
consumed annually in Trinidad. Rum shrub and bay rum and 
angostura bitters are other products. 

Cacao.—Trinidad cacao has a very high reputation in the world’s 
markets. Its keeping qualities of Trinidad-cured cacao are 
remarkable. It undergoes a further process of manufacture in the 
importing countries. 
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Cacao butter is a bye-product in the manufacture of the first 
type of cacao. 


Coffee.—At present prices it does not pay to export coffee. 


Coconuts.—These are exported chiefly for the oil they contain, 
which is used largely in soap making. The nuts are shipped in 
three forms, viz.:—Unhusked, husked, and as copra. Copra is the 
dried white part of the ripe coconut. It is used for oil making, 
and is less bulky than nuts for export. It contains 65 to 70 per 
cent. of oil, and is also largely used in confectionery. The oil 
expressed locally from the coconut has the advantage of being 
prepared from the fresh nuts, which are free from rancidity. The 
residual meal (generally known as “ poonac’’) is used for cattle 
feeding. 

Limes are produced in Trinidad in considerable quantities. 
Lime juice (concentrated for export) and oil of limes, used for 
flavouring and perfumery are also exported, but the latter article 
is not systematically collected, and the quantity shipped is stated 
to be much less than it should be. 


Asphalt used as a paving material is found in many parts of the 
island, but the principal deposit is at La Brea where there is an 
apparently inexhaustible supply. The Pitch Lake is 110 acres in 
extent, of unknown depth, and situated 130 feet above the level of 
the sea. The removal of 1,720,000 tons during the past 34 years 
has apparently made no impression on the lake. Of the present 
shipments of asphalt 116,000 tons are made from the lake by a 
New York Company, and 33,000 by private shippers from lands 
outside the lake. The lake contains no liquid asphalt, but in other 
parts of the island this kind from which illuminating and 
lubricating oils can be distilled is found widely distributed. 
Glance pitch also found in the island is used for electric insulations 
and for black varnishes, and manjak, another variety of asphalt, 
has recently been discovered in a large deposit about ten miles 
north of the pitch lake. 


Timber.—The grain of Trinidad timber is stated to be very fine 
and suitable for decorative cabinet making. Cedar is exported for 
cigar box manufacture. 

In the statement of the Agricultural Society, it is also noted that 
large quantities of fruit, fibres and starches of various sorts are 
grown in the island, but are not yet exported.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 
The following is a list of some Decisions affecting the classification 
Oditeies of certain articles under the United States 
Meatoheha Customs Tariff which have recently been issued 
: by the Treasury Department at Washington 
for the information of United States Customs officers and others :-— 

Ohutney.—Chutneys, consisting of fruits preserved in their own 
juices with spices, &c., are not dutiable under the provision in 
paragraph 241 of the Tariff, for “all vegetables, prepared or 
preserved, including pickles and sauces of all kinds, not specially 
provided for,” but under paragraph 263 as fruits preserved in their 
own juices. 

Opium.—Unadulterated opium, dried or powdered, soning 
9 per cent. and over of morphia, not refined or purified or mixe 
with other ingredients, is dutiable at the rate of 1 dol. per lb. as 
crude or unmanufactured opium, under paragraph 43 of the Tariff. 

Wearing apparel (muffs and boas) of dressed lambskins.—The 
term “wool,” as used in the Tariff Act, does not include 
merchandise used for fur purposes; and it is held, accordingly, 
that muffs and boas made from lambskins dressed with the wool on 
are dutiable at the rate of 35 per cent. ad valorem as manufactures 
of fur under paragraph 450, and not as wool wearing apparel under 
paragraph 370 of the Tariff. 

Measurement of glass in elliptical shapes.—The rate of duty 
leviable on plate glass elliptical in shape, under paragraph 104 of the 
Tariff, is ascertained in the same manner as in the case of glass of 
rectangular shape, not being dependent upon the shape or the 
relation of the dimensions, but solely upon the superficial area. 
The superficial area of glass in the shape of an ellipsis may be 
found by the well-settled arithmetical rule of multiplying the 
product of one-half the axes by 3°1416 or by multiplying the 
product of the axes by °7854. 

Scrap platinum.—Small scraps clipped from wire and sheets of 
platinum, though in the nature of waste, are specially provided for 
under paragraph 642 of the Tariff as “ platinum, unmanufactured,” 
and are therefore free of duty under the said paragraph. They are 
held not to be dutiable as waste, at the rate of 10 per cent. ad 
valorem, under paragraph 463,

VENEZUELA.

Office, from the Acting British Consul at 
Panama, reporting that since the 11th July, by 
orders of the National Government at Bogota, the whole of the 
dues at Colon on the Isla Grande Lighthouse, instead of only the 
Government proportion, have been collected on a gold basis 
payable in Colombian silver at the rate of 150 per cent. premium. 
This means that a ship of 2,385 registered net tonnage pays 
155°40 dols. Colombian silver for the Isla Grande Light, and 
72°40 dols. for the Punta Toro Light, equivalent to a total of 201. 
sterling for the two lights, as against 12. 14s. after the Decree of 
the 25th March last year, and 10/. 17s. originally. ; 
This latest increase has been brought about by the concessionaires 
of the Isla Grande Lighthouse taking advantage of the privilege 
granted in the Decree of last year, and applying for a fresh 
agreement with the Government.

Of this quantity 22,610,065 pouds of rock salt were produced in 
the district of Bakhmout, 56,100,333 pouds of salt were obtained 
from the salt springs of the Don district, and the governments of 
Bessarabia, Kherson, and Tauride, and 4,746,600 pouds from the 
salt marshes at Slaviansk and Bakhmout. 

The number of salt works in activity in the south of Russia in 
1900 amounted to 80, employing 9,340 hands distributed as

NORWAY. 


A despatch dated 4th inst. has been received at the Foreign 
Office, from H.M. Consul-General at Christiania, 

Salt Trade. forwarding a report on the importation and 

consumption of salt in Norway. 

The report states that in the Vice-Consular district of Lofoten 
there is only one large buyer of salt from abroad. Other firms 
purchase salt from towns in the southern parts of Norway, but 
there are no records available relating to quantity, &. The 
importation, entirely from Portugal and Italy, has decreased from 
1,100 and 1,300 tons in 1897 and 1898, to 763 tons in 1899. A 
large quantity of salt is used in the Lofoten district, which is not 
bought in the district but in more southern ports, by sailing craft 
in connection with cod-fish and herrings, &c. At Bergen there 
are several considerable importers, and the quantities purchased are 
cargoes of a few hundred tons up to several thousands of tons. 
Cargoes, however, say, of 1,000 tons are preferred. The description 
of salt chiefly imported and preferred is the Trapani; but as one 
company has made contracts with the Trapani salt owners with a 
view to monopolise the salt trade, several merchants, not feeling 
inclined to combine with this company, have tried importation of 
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salt from other places, such as Lisbon, Setubal, Tunis, &c. One 
of the largest salt importers at Bergen has had one trial cargo of 
salt from English salt merchants at Tunis, and expresses a very 
favourable opinion of that salt as a competitor with the Trapani. 
The Liverpool and other English salt is said to be too dear to be 
able to compete successfully. 

At Stavanger there are three large importers of salt. One firm 
is said to purchase whole cargoes of 1,000 tons and upwards, 
or about 5,000 to 6,000 tons in the course of the year. The other 
two take rather less. In Christiansand there are no large salt 
buyers, the whole quantity yearly consumed being about 5,000 
barrels. Setubal and Trapani salt is generally purchased in 
Stavanger and is transported to Christiansand in small vessels 
loading about 400 and 500 barrels. 

At Frederikshald one merchant imports about 500 tons. 

In the town and neighbourhood of Hangesund there are two 
principal importers, to the extent of 4,000 and 6,000 tons 
respectively, in cargoes of 120 to 2,500 tons. The quantity 
imported last year was 12,738 tons; and up to the end of July 
this year 10,977 tons, of which the largest cargo was 1,752 and 
the smallest 121 tons. The quantity imported into Christiania in 
1899 was 11,432 tons, and in 1900 about 12,000 tons. 


SWEDEN. 


With reference to the notice on pp. 449-50 of the “ Board of 

Trade Journal” for 23rd May last, a despatch 

Iron Industry. dated 29th ult. has been received at the Foreign 

Office, from H.M. Consul at Stockholm, trans- 

mitting a memorandum of a report presented by the Directors of 

the Swedish Ironmasters’ Association at their meeting held on the 
19th August. 

The memorandum states that the iron market has somewhat 
improved since the previous meeting of the Association. Sales of 
rolled and hammered iron have been effected, and goods for 
immediate use are still being sold, so that most of the factories are 
at present fully engaged. Some of them will be busy for several 
months to come in executing orders already received. It is 
anticipated on account of the drought and the scarcity of water 
caused thereby that the production of the factories will during the 
immediate future be limited.

Modern 
Conditions in ond are erected, a 
Dawson City. new court-house is about completed, and work 
has been started on the new administration buildings, and on a 
residence for the Governor. 
The gold output will, it is said, fall short of the estimate made 
earlier in the year, one reason being the long winter, 4,000,000U. 
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is probably a fair estimate for this year’s product. Many of the 
richest claims have not yielded as much this season as formerly. 

On the Hootalinqua River and at other points there are good 
indications, but the prospectors will not go there yet, as the grounds 
are too far away from a base of supplies. After the placer mines 
near Dawson are worked out, the attention of the miners will be 
turned to fields in the Territory not yet opened up. 

By orders from Ottawa, the whole country has been thrown open 
for prospecting, no claims being reserved for the Crown, as 
formerly. 

The royalty on the gross output of the mines has been reduced 
from 10 per cent. to 5 per cent. 

The Government is building good roads to the mining sections 
near Dawson, which will be of great advantage to the operators, as 
their supplies can be brought in at less cost. These roads are badly 
needed in the mining country in Alaska. 

Encouraging reports are heard from Chandlar River in Alaska, 
some:100 to 150 miles north of Fort Yukon; also from Charley 
River and other points. When the miner can get his supplies at 
reasonable rates, it will be found how rich this part of Alaska is.

Bacon, which 
did not appear in the list of exports ten years ago, last year 
amounted to 24,3701. The total exports from the province were 
valued at 760,6571., equal to rather more than 20/. per head of 
population. In 1891 there were 10,915 horses, 103,356 cattle, 
270,559 sheep, and 22,759 pigs in this province; in 1900 the 
numbers were 17,471 horses, 214,007 cattle, 508,665 sheep, and

MALTA.

Office, it is stated that accounts are kept in 

Currency. sterling, both by the Government and the 

commercial community. A few traders, however, 

of the Marina and villages still continue to keep their accounts 

according to the old style in Scudi, Tari and Grains, although 

Maltese coins were demonetized and withdrawn from circula- 

tion in 1886, when British coins were, by Order in Council of 

the 24th of September of that year, made the only legal tender 
in the islands. 

The currency consists of British gold and silver, gold coins 
below legal tender weight being rejected, and the limit to 
which silver and bronze coins are receivable is fixed at five 
pounds and one shilling respectively. 

The system of making payments by cheques is now adopted 
with advantage by nearly the whole commercial community.

The British Vice-Consul at Valparaiso, in his recent report to the 
Saf Foreign Office, says that, to prevent as far as 
: ahah eryof possible the robbery of goods in transit, it 
fart would be well for manufacturers when sending 
-merchandise to adopt the following means as a 
precaution. 


1. For wines, spirits, and goods packed in single cases patent 
clamps should be used. : 

2. For heavy cases of all classes the following should be 
adopted :— 

Cases should be iron-hooped ; nails rusted before being used. 

Nails to be hammered in cases in a sloping position which will 
at once detect robbery, as if these means are adopted cases must 
be broken open. 

8. Bags and bales had best be sewn up and sealed at each end, 
similar to the manner adopted by the various post offices throughout 
the world. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 2,700.)

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UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


According to statistics issued by the Treasury Bureau of Statistics, 
the total exports to China from the United 
Trade with China. States were valued at 2,622,475 dols. in July 
last, as against 1,349,697 dols. in July, 1900. 
In the seven months ended July, 1901, the total exports to China 
were valued at 9,703,787 dols., against 9,100,321 dols. in the 
corresponding seven months of the preceding fiscal year. 

Nearly all articles of export show a marked increase in July, 1901, 
as compared with the corresponding month of the preceding year. 
It is, however, chiefly in cottons, mineral oils, tobacco, lumber, and 
bicycles that the increase is most strongly marked. Cotton cloth 
was the first to feel the effect of the events of last year, and in the 
fiscal year ending with June, the fall in exports of cotton cloth 
to China was nearly 1,000,000 yards. In July, 1901, however, 
there was an increase of over 18,000,000 yards as compared with 
July of last year, the figures being—July, 1900, 15,519,945 yards ; 
July, 1901, 33,988,783 yards. In mineral oil, the figures for 
July in the two years were—July, 1900, 2,458,545 gallons; July, 
1901, 6,368,524 gallons.

The present contains statistics dealing with 
the following subjects :—Wages, hours of labour, trade disputes, 
co-operation, conciliation, and arbitration, trade unions and 
workmen’s insurance. The countries dealt with are thirteen in 
number, viz., Russia, Norway, Sweden, Denmark, Germany, 
Holland, Belgium, France, Switzerland, Italy, Austria-Hungary, 
the United States and Japan, but information on all the subjects 
treated of in the Abstract is not of course available for each of the 
countries named. 


Bankruptcy.— Eighteenth General Annual Report by the Board of 
Trade under Section 131 of the Bankruptcy Act, 1883.

This report shows that in England and Wales in 1900 there were 
4,410 receiving orders issued, the total amount of liabilities being 
estimated at 6,479,315/., and of assets at 2,603,238/. The number 
of deeds of arrangement was 3,354, liabilities being estimated at 
4,263,610/., and assets at 2,486,9137. Compared with the figures 
of 1899 there has been an increase of 707 in the total number of 
failures, and of 1,494,486J. in the amount of liabilities in bankruptcy 
and under deeds of arrangement.

THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE BRANCH” 


OF THE 


BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the Board of 

Trade has been established with a view to meet the constantly increasing 
demand for prompt and accurate information on commercial matters, so far ag 
it can be met by Government action. In deciding to establish this new 
branch, the Board of Trade were largely influenced by the recommenda. 
tions contained in the Report* of a Departmental Committee composed not 
only of representatives of the various Government Departments concerned, 
but also of prominent representatives of commercial interests, which wag 
appointed -in July, 1897. The Committee referred to was requested to 
consider and advise (1) as to the best means of collecting and of dissemi- 
nating among those interested prompt and accurate information upon 
commercial subjects, and (2) as to the collection of samples, especially 
of goods of foreign manufacture competing with British productions, and 
the exhibition of such samples to manufacturers and traders in this 
country. As a result of their deliberations the Committee recommended 
under head (1) the establishment of a new office, under the Board of Trade, 
on lines which the Board have followed generally in the creation of the 
Intelligence Branch, and this Branch is consequently intended to become a 
centre at which information on all subjects of commercial interest shall 
be collected and focussed in a form convenient for reference. In addition, it 
is the duty of the Branch, as far as circumstances permit, to afford 
information in reply to all inquities on commercial matters which may be 
addressed to it, whether written or verbal. 

The office, which is temporarily housed at No. 50, Parliament Street, 
London, S.W., was opened on the 23rd October, 1899; its principal officer 
— the Controller-General of the Commercial, Statistical, and Labour 

partments of the Board of Trade) being Mr. T. Worthington, who recently 
acted as Special Commissioner to the Board in an inquiry into the condition 
and prospects of British trade in certain South American countries. The 
“Tntelligence Branch” will endeavour, on application being made to it, to 
supply information with regard to the following subjects, viz. :—-Commercial 
Statistics; Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs; Excise and 
“ Consumplion” duties; Port, Harbour, and Tonnage dues, and other charges on 
Shipping ; Customs Regulations ; Consular Fees ; Forms of Certificates of Origin; 
Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers ; Trading Incenses; Foreign and 
Jolonial Contracts open to Tender; Foreign and Colonial Bounties; Lists 
of Firms engaged in particular lines of business in different localities, &c., de. 
An Inquiry Room, .at which copies of official publications, directories, and 
other works of reference may be consulted, is reserved at the offices of the 
Branch for the convenience of personal applicants. 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through which 
intelligence collected by the Branch and intended for general information is 
conveyed to the public. The Journal, which, up to the close of 1899, was 
issued monthly at the price of 6d., is now issued weekly at the price of 1d.
